Venezuela denies Chavez Doomsday believers: French mountain 
in critical condition has aliens 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AFP) 
- The Venezuelan government 
rejected reports yesterday that 
President Hugo Chavez is in 
critical condition following 
emergency surgery in Cuba 
and insisted that the firebrand 
leader is "recovering well." 

Chavez's government said 
he had an operation for a 
pelvic abscess on June 10 and 
continues to mend. 

"He is recovering," Infor¬ 
mation Minister Andres Izarra 
told AFP in the wake of reports 
from Miami's El Nuevo Herald 
which cited unnamed US intel¬ 
ligence sources as saying 
Chavez, 56, "is in critical con¬ 
dition — not on the brink of 
death, but critical indeed." 

The newspaper also said 
the sources refused to com¬ 
ment on rumors in Venezuela 
that Chavez could be receiving 
treatment for prostate cancer. 

Chavez's daughter, Rosines, 
and his mother, Marisabel Ro- 
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driguez, were recently whisked 
to Cuba in an air force plane, 
according to the newspaper. 

The Venezuelan govern¬ 
ment has not addressed details 
of Chavez's condition, and 
angry opposition lawmakers in 
Caracas say it is unconstitu¬ 
tional for the president to be 
governing from abroad. 

But several top Venezuelan 
figures have dismissed the re¬ 
ports. 

"Chavez will be around for 
a long time," Vice President 
Elias Jaua told reporters. 

The president's brother, 
meanwhile, has told Venezue¬ 
lan state media that Chavez 
could return to Caracas in 
about two weeks. 

And Izarra urged his Twit¬ 
ter followers to not repeat ru¬ 
mors, saying Chavez "is 
recovering well from his oper¬ 
ation." 

Chavez's enemies "should 
stop dreaming, and his friends 
should stop being nervous," 
added Temir Porras, a senior 
diplomat, in a Twitter message.

Tropical wave 
to hit Mexico's 
Gulf today 


MEXICO CITY, Mexico - A 
tropical wave moving over 
Central America is set to hit 
the Gulf of Mexico today, 
bringing high winds, the U.S. 
National Hurricane Center 
said, possible affecting Me¬ 
xico's oil ports. 

The wave — a large area of 
disorganized showers — has a 
20 percent chance of becoming 
a tropical cyclone over the next 
48 hours and would be the first 
named storm of the Atlantic 
season. 

"This system is forecast to 
emerge over the Bay of 
Campeche today where upper- 
level winds are expected to be¬ 
come somewhat conducive for 
development," the Miami- 
based center said in a state¬ 
ment yesterday.

Minister of Public Wbrks responds to questions 
by Parliamentarians

ORANJESTAD - The Minis¬ 
ter of the Environment, Inte¬ 
gration and Public Works 
responded to nine questions 
raised by Parliamentarians 
Drs. Lee and Jaun David 
Yrausquin with reference to 
the plans of the proposed Li¬ 
near Park Project. 

The first question relates to 
the bid that was won by a 
Venezuelan concern. They 
question the extremely low 
figures presented for the exe¬ 
cution of the project as these 
compare to figures from other 
sources and from the estimate 
made by the Public Works De¬ 
partment. 

The questions were formu¬ 
lated in the following fashion: 

1. Which minister is actu¬ 
ally responsible for the proj¬ 
ect? Can the minister res¬ 
ponsible for the project stand 
behind the project and can he 
guarantee that the project can 
be realized for the awarded 
sum, and that there will be no 
changes to the project plans? 

Response: The Minister of 
Tourism is responsible for the 
budget. The Minister of Inte¬ 
gration and Environment and 
Public Works is responsible for 
the implementation of the proj¬ 
ect. There are no changes 
made to the Project Plans. 

2. Can the Minister indi¬ 
cate who will be responsible 


for the supervision of the proj¬ 
ect? If in the event the Public 
Works Department (DOW) is 
not in charge of the supervi¬ 
sion of the project, who is and 
why has the Minister taken the 
decision he has with respect to 
who supervises the project? 
They would also like to know 
if the DOW is a member of the 
coordination team of the proj¬ 
ect. If they are not, to please 
indicate who is and explain 
why the DOW has been left 
out? 

Response: The DOW is 
fully responsible for the super¬ 
vision of the project. 

3. What is the Minister’s 
stand point with respect to 
eventual additional work of 
this project? What is the exact 
amount of funds reserved for 
eventual unforeseen additional 
work for the project and what 
is the proportion of this 
amount with respect to the 
contracted amount? What will 
be the accepted procedure for 
approving prospective addi¬ 
tional work and who will de¬ 
cide on whether to approve 
and/or disapprove additional 
work and the eventual execu¬ 
tion of same? 

Response: Every effort will 
be made to avoid any addi¬ 
tional unplanned work. Addi¬ 
tional work thus far has been 
limited to unforeseen matters 
with respect to the utility com¬ 
panies (ELMAR and WEB). 
The management of DOW will 
decide on any additional work 
if necessary. 

4. On the basis of expe¬ 
rience with similar types of 
projects in the past, can the 
Minister indicate what are the 
most important risks that the 
government may encounter in 
the execution of this Linear 
Park Project? How will the 
government handle said risks, 
if any? 

Response: The risks in¬ 
volved in this project are min¬ 


imal because the Contractor 
has a bank guarantee of 10% 
of the contractual sum. 

5. The cost of the Linear 
Park estimated by DOW is 
about Afls. 9.6 million. Where¬ 
as the cost estimated by the 
Contractor is Afls.4.8 million. 
Which amount will the con¬ 
tractor use for the execution of 
the project? 

Response: 

Afls.4.800.000.00 

6. Parliament is espe¬ 
cially interested in a successful 
execution of this project within 
the context of the agreed con¬ 
tractual sum in conformity 
with the delineated confines of 
the project since this will indi¬ 
cate that it is possible for the 
government to take on projects 
that are very favorable. This 
will be extremely beneficial to 
Aruba. It will be very helpful 
if Parliament can have constant 
updates on this project. In this 
context we make an appeal to 
the Minister to keep Parlia¬ 
ment regularly abreast of the 
developments of the project. 

Response: There will be 
weekly meetings held, work 
discussions and construction 
meetings. If desired the mi¬ 
nutes of these meetings can be 
disseminated to Parliament. 

7. The big difference be¬ 
tween the estimated cost of the 
Linear Park Project by DOW 
and the offer accepted by the 
government from the contrac¬ 
tor raises doubts in the esti¬ 
mate presented by DOW. Can 
the government explain how 
DOW arrived at their esti¬ 
mated cost for the project? In 
view of the fact that the offer 
from the contractor will most 
likely be accepted by the go¬ 
vernment, can we conclude 
that the basis of the estimates 
of DOW must yet be actual¬ 
ized? If this is the case, when 
will this actualization take 
place?

Response: The manage¬ 
ment budget has been designed 
based on standard norms and 
local prices. In the event there 
are new prices on the market 
DOW will make the necessary 
adjustments. 

8. Before a public tender 
was held for the Linear Park 
Project an underhand tender 
took place. During the public 
hearing of the institution of the 
Tourism Product Enhancement 
Fund, the Minister of Tourism 
informed Parliament that the 
granting of the project in view 
of the underhand dealings did 
not take place because two of 
the three companies who were 
invited to participate were dis¬ 
qualified. Can you share with 
us why you chose to invite 
these three companies to par¬ 
ticipate in the underhand deal¬ 
ings? 

Response: The decision to 
choose for an underhand ten¬ 
der was so that we could com¬ 
plete the project in the ‘high 
season’ period. An evaluation 
with the Infra Team was con¬ 
ducted to ascertain which 
small or medium size company 
at that moment did not have 
any work but was capable to 
satisfy the requirements for 
such an underhand tender. The 
invitation was without com¬ 
mitment. The invitation was 
extended to Bohama, Prosinca 


and Sofonias. 

Two of the three companies 
could not get a bank guarantee 
at that time. As a result DOW 
advised that because Bohama 
turned out to be the best 
choice, they should postpone 
the time schedule and proceed 
to a public tender. 

9. In light of the current 
economic situation of Aruba 
and the resulting effect of this 
situation on the local labor 
market, it is essential that 
every local employment place¬ 
ment should be safeguarded 
for local labor personnel. For 
this reason it is important not 
to extend new work permits to 
contractors or subcontractors 
who either directly or indi¬ 
rectly will be participating in 
this project. Can the Minister 
guarantee Parliament that all 
created jobs having to do with 
the Linear Park Project will 
benefit local labor personnel 
and that there will be no work 
permits issued anyone in this 
project? 

Response: All jobs in this 
project have been reserved for 
local personnel. There will be 
absolutely no new work per¬ 
mits issued for this project.

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Reflections: 

Looking back at AIFF 2011: Worth the effort? 



Caribbean Spotlight judges Noel de Sousa, Rosalie Klein 
and Emmanuel Itier 


The second edition of the 
Aruba International Film 
Festival generated incredible 
excitement at the most unex¬ 
pected moments; an awaken¬ 
ing for many who think they 
may gauge public tastes by 
their own. Who would have 
thought that Curtis “50 Cent” 
Jackson would have created 
such a furor and attracted 
huge mobs of fans-equal to 
that of Richard Gere’s red 
carpet walk in 2010? 


One major example of the 
many surprises produced by 
this year’s event, was the 
overwhelming positive reac¬ 
tion to the Caribbean Spot¬ 
light Series competition, 
which resulted in sold out 
theaters for films showcasing 
regional issues, most of them 
documentaries, which are 
rarely a big box office item. 
It was the extreme interest of 
local audiences and interna¬ 
tional media that filled the 
seats on a sunny Sunday and 
Monday afternoon, and as 
one of the jury members, 


Noel de Sousa, foreign corre¬ 
spondent on film for Times of 
India and based in L.A., re¬ 
marked “Film festivals rely 
on local attendance for their 
success;” in his opinion, “va¬ 
cationers are here to do their 
own thing on the sea and 
beaches, it is the support of 
the community that will fill 
the theaters.” 

I was very honored to be 
asked to be one of the jury of 
three of the Caribbean Spot¬ 
light Series, 
particularly 
upon meeting 
my illustrious 
co-judges, 
Noel, and Em¬ 
manuel Itier, 
film director, 
producer and 
distributor, 
originally from 
France, but 
now a long¬ 
time resident of 
L.A. Emman- 
ual screened 
his exploration 
of the spirit, 
“The Invoca¬ 
tion,” during the festival; 
though my work schedule did 
not allow me to screen the 5 
nominated films and two 
shorts for the Aruba Flavor 
Contest in their company, we 
had many lively discussions 
upon meeting. 

We also need to give credit 
to Aruban Aaron Hose, Pro- 
dcer/Director of the 
Caribbean Spotlight Series, 
who has lived in Florida 
since attending Florida Tech, 
and now produces and films 
documentaries for UCF. His 
own documentary, “Voices in 


the Clouds,” was very well 
received at the 2010 AIFF 
showcase of cinema by local 
filmmakers, which evolved 
into this year’s competition. 

When I asked the AIFF 
producers why they chose me 
to be a judge at this year’s 
event, I was told my “interna¬ 
tional background” (bom and 
raised in the U.S, attended 
summer school at University 
of Aberdeen, Scotland, and 
lived in a variety of locations 
before Aruba,) plus my roots 
in the local community, (31 
years) qualified me as the ju¬ 
rist with some sophistication, 
but the regional viewpoint. 
This was without their 
knowledge of my career in 
the commercial film industry 
in New York for 8 years prior 
to living in Amba, which ac¬ 
centuated my understanding 
of quality production values 
and editing. 

Aside from this, our perso¬ 
nalities made the jury a 
“good fit.” Noel, who has 
been on more than one such 
body in his long career in 
film, remarked that we came 
to an agreement “very 
quickly,-I have participated 
in endless jury discussions 
until we finally compromised 
on a winner. This was a very 
enjoyable exchange.” 

Eventually, we did com¬ 
promise to some degree. 
There were two winners of 
the Caribbean Spotlight Se¬ 
ries- “Voices from Mariel” 
and “Children of God,” 
which as The Bahamas entry 
from young filmmaker Ka- 
reem Mortimer, a narrative 
drama, created some chal¬ 
lenges for us, as compared to 


the 4 other final selections, all 
documentaries. This certainly 
made our task more difficult 
as judges, we felt that there 
should have been two differ¬ 
ent categories, Feature and 
Documentary, Aaron agrees 
he would like to see that for 
next year. Fortunately, “Chil¬ 
dren of God” won the audi¬ 
ence vote; this allowed us to 
honor a second film. Noel 
finds it remarkable and very 
erudite of Aruban audiences 
to make such a choice. “You 
find that wherever you go to 
these festivals, the local audi¬ 
ence tends to prefer films 


about their locale; for the 
Arubans to have so over¬ 
whelmingly selected a film 
from The Bahamas, espe¬ 
cially one on a rather delicate 
subject that makes so many 
in the region uncomfortable, 
is quite noteworthy.” 

Reflections will continue 
tomorrow with some telling 
observations about the AIFF 
from these film festival vete¬ 
rans, and their suggestions 
for its growth and future suc¬ 
cess. Tomorrow: Emmanual 
Itier “I am a glutton for ci¬ 
nema!!”

SINGAPORE (AFP) - More 
virtual livestock looks set to 
be traded and petulant fowl 
hurled at targets as social 
gaming takes hold in the 
booming mobile phone mar¬ 
ket, industry experts say. 

Social gaming, made pop¬ 
ular by titles such as ”Far- 
mville” and ’’Angry Birds”, 
was one of the closely fol¬ 
lowed topics at last week’s 
CommunicAsia trade fair in 
Singapore, where telecom ex¬ 
ecutives meet annually to 
check on new trends. 

Internet-enabled smart¬ 
phones as well as tablets are 
liberating social gamers from 
the physical confines of 
home and office, and more ti¬ 
tles specifically designed for 
handheld devices are on their 
way. 

Asia-Pacific smartphone 
sales are expected to reach 
200 million a year by 2016, a 
third of all mobile phones 
sold in the region, according 
to telecom consultancy 
Ovum. 

”At least 90 percent of 
gamers will be on mobile in 
the future,” said Jeffrey Jiang, 
a director at Singapore-based 
Touch Dimensions, which 
develops games for various 
platforms. 

He said his firm’s clients 
now favour social games de¬ 
signed for mobile phones 
rather than personal comput¬ 


ers or consoles such as the 
Xbox 360. 

’’When I started in the in¬ 
dustry, all the projects are 
mostly PC, hardly any mo¬ 
bile. But now most of the 
projects that people ask from 
us is about mobile,” he told 
AFP. 

Jiang, whose firm creates 
games for mobile brands 
such as the iPhone, Android 
and Nokia, said light social 
gamers rather than hardcore 
videogame players would be 
the drivers of developer in¬ 
dustry growth. 

Thomas Crampton, a 
Hong Kong-based media 
consultant, said the rise of the 
smartphone made social 
gaming viable.

Drug boosts snakebite survival time by 
halfstudy 

PARIS (AFP) - Rubbing snakebites with an ointment that 
slows the functioning of lymph glands could boost sur¬ 
vival times by 50 percent, according to a study released 
Sunday. In experiments on humans and mice, re¬ 
searchers in Australia showed that a class of com¬ 
pounds called nitric oxide donors delays the entry of 
toxins from potentially deadly snakebites into the blood 
stream. Nitric oxide (NO), a molecule involved in regu¬ 
lation of blood pressure and the control of brain activity, 
has been shown to lower blood pressure in patients who 
suffer acute strokes. The new finding is of more than ac¬ 
ademic interest: every year some 100,000 people world¬ 
wide die from snakebites, and another 400,000 must 
amputate limbs that have been injected with poison. It 
has long been known that many snake venoms contain 
large molecules that transit the human body's lymphatic 
system before entering the bloodstream.

"Everyone is up in arms 
that we are going to teach 
kids to be evil, but that is not 
the case,” said Chris Had- 
nagy, who trains companies 
to guard against slick-talking 
hackers and runs the website 
social-engineer.org. 

"Think critically, think ob¬ 
jectively — that is what this 
industry teaches people,” 
continued Hadnagy, a DEF¬ 
CON Kids mentor. 

"The Internet is a breeding 
ground of predators, and not 
falling for those t hings is a 
skill I want my kids to have 
when someone is trying to 
manipulate them into some¬ 
thing; whether it is peer pres¬ 
sure or a malicious adult.”

Adult diabetes 
rate doubles: 
study 

LONDON (AFP) - The num¬ 
ber of adults with diabetes 
worldwide has more than dou¬ 
bled since 1980, with almost 
350 million now affected, ac¬ 
cording to a new study pub¬ 
lished in The Lancet medical 
journal. 

Scientists from Imperial 
College London and Harvard 
University analysed blood 
sugar date of 2.7 million peo¬ 
ple aged 25 and over across 
the world and used the results 
to estimate diabetes preva¬ 
lence. 

The number of adults with 
diabetes more than doubled 
from 153 million in 1980 to 
347 million in 2008, according 
to the research published Sat¬ 
urday. 

Diabetes is caused by poor 
blood sugar control and can 
lead to heart disease and stroke 
and can damage the kidneys, 
nerves and eyes. 

High blood sugar levels and 
diabetes kill three million peo¬ 
ple across the world each year. 

The researchers said two of 
the strongest factors in the ris¬ 
ing diabetes rate were increas¬ 
ing life span and body weight, 
especially among women. 

"Our study has shown that 
diabetes is becoming more 
common almost everywhere in 
the world,” said Majid Ezzati, 
from Imperial College Lon¬ 
don, who co-led the study. 

Diabetes rates had risen 
most in Pacific island nations, 
where a greater proportion of 
people have the condition than 
anywhere else in the world, 
according to the study. 

In the Marshall Islands, one 
in three women and one in 
four men have diabetes, it 
found. 

Countries in western Europe 
had seen a relatively small in¬ 
crease in diabetes prevalence.

Teens look to parents as role models 


Who do teens look to as role 
models for healthy sexual be¬ 
haviour? 

According to a new Canadian 
study, they look first to the ex¬ 
ample set by their parents, not 
to friends or the media. 

In their survey of more than 
1,100 mothers of teenagers 
and almost 1,200 teens be¬ 
tween the ages of 14 and 17, 
researchers found that when it 


comes to sexuality, 45% of the 
teens considered their parents 
to be their role model, com¬ 
pared to just 32% who looked 
to their friends. 

Only 15% of the teens said 
celebrities influenced them, 
the investigators found. 

The researchers also pointed 
out that the teens who saw 
their parents as role models 
most often came from families 


where talking about sexuality 
is encouraged. These teens, 
who were able to discuss sex¬ 
uality openly at home, were 
also found to have a greater 
awareness of the risks and 
consequences of sexually 
transmitted diseases. 

Parents underestimate 

their role 

’’Good communication 

within families and especially 


around sexual health issues is 
associated with more respon¬ 
sible behaviours,” study author 
Dr Jean-Yves Frappier said. 

Despite this finding, the sur¬ 
vey showed that 78% of the 
moms questioned believed 
their children looked to their 
friends when deciding about 
sexual behaviours. And the 
mothers often said that they 
felt a lack of involvement by 


their child's father was partic¬ 
ularly detrimental. 

"Parents seem to underesti¬ 
mate their role and the impact 
that they have,” noted Frap¬ 
pier. "Health professionals and 
the media have an important 
role to play in empowering 
parents and enabling them to 
increase their communications 
with their children with re¬ 
gards to sexual health issues.” 
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Asteroid to pass extremely 
close by Earth today 



Dr. Edward Cheung reports 
everything is A-Ok and ready 
for launch for STS-135 



With the Aruban flag 


— A small asteroid the size of a 
tour bus will make an ex¬ 
tremely close pass by the Earth 
today, but it poses no threat to 
the planet 

The asteroid will make its 
closest approach at 1:14 p.m. 
EDT (1714 GMT) today and 
will pass just over 7,500 miles 
(12,000 kilometers) above the 
Earth's surface, NASA offi¬ 
cials say. At that particular mo¬ 
ment, the asteroid — which 
scientists have named 2011 
MD — will be sailing high off 
the coast of Antarctica, almost 
2,000 miles (3,218 km) south- 
southwest of South Africa. 

Asteroid 2011 MD was dis¬ 
covered Wednesday (June 22) 
by LINEAR, a pair of robotic 
telescopes in New Mexico that 


scan the skies for near-Earth 
asteroids. The best estimates 
suggest that this asteroid is be¬ 
tween 29 to 98 feet (9 to 30 
meters) wide. 

According to NASA's 
Near-Earth Object Office at 
the Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
(JPL) in Pasadena, Calif., an 
object of this size can be ex¬ 
pected to come this close to 
Earth about every 6 years or 
so, on average. 

The asteroid's upcoming 
Earth flyby will be a close 
shave, but not a record for 
nearby passing asteroids. The 
record is currently held by the 
asteroid 2011 CQ1, which 
came within 3,400 miles 
(5,471 kilometers) of Earth on 
Feb. 4 of this year. 


Aruban born electrical engi¬ 
neer Dr. Edward Cheung, a 
specialist in robotics, has 
been with NASA for 20 
years, a large portion of on 
the service team of the Hub¬ 
ble Space Telescope, and fi¬ 
nally, as Principal Engineer. 
He has been sharing his in¬ 
sider’s point of view with 
THE MORNING NEWS and 
islanders for a number of 
years, allowing his compatri¬ 
ots and island visitors to 
share the wonder and excite¬ 
ment, first-hand, of the final 
mission to the HST in 2009, 
which can still be read on 
Aruba’s official website, 
www.aruba.com. 

In two weeks, Dr. Cheung 
will again participate in the 
last manned U.S. mission to 
the International Space Sta¬ 
tion, (ISS,) after which the 
last of the three orbiters, 
Space Shuttle Atlantis, will 
be retired and take a place in 
the Kennedy Space Center 
Visitor Complex in Florida. 
THE MORNING NEWS will 
again be publishing his eye¬ 
witness, behind-the-scenes 
accounts of this historic 
event. 

Dr. Cheung just spent 2 
days at Kennedy seeing that 
new equipment from his de¬ 
partment is safely installed on 
the shuttle and all systems are 
a go. Since there will be no 
more missions to the HST, Ed 
and his team have redirected 
their skills towards a new 
project, and he now holds the 
title of Robotic Refueling 
Mission Electrical Lead, 
Jackson & Tull/NASA God¬ 
dard Space Flight Center, 
which is in Maryland. 

The team has devised ro¬ 
botics that will allow satel¬ 
lites to be refueled in space, 
thus extending their life and 
providing huge savings by no 
longer needing to replace 
weather and communication 
satellites in orbit every few 
years. “At present, there is at 
least one satellite launching a 
month in the U.S. alone; pri¬ 
vate or governmental. If the 
technology on a particular 
satellite doesn’t need to be 


updated, this could be a vi¬ 
able alternative” he explains. 

During preparations for 
the upcoming launch, Dr. 
Cheung had the opportunity 
to meet the astronauts of 
STS-135: Commander Chris 
Ferguson, Pilot Doug Hurley 
and Mission Specialists Rex 
Walheim and Sandy Magnus. 
This is the smallest crew a 
shuttle has carried since April 
4, 1983 on the Challenger. 

He reports “The crew feels 
a heavy responsibility. Not 
just for this mission, but all 
past ones,” as surely, despite 
numerous missions of the 30 
year program, it is the suc¬ 
cessful completion of this 
final and hopefully tri¬ 
umphant return, which will 
likely be most remembered. 
Endeavor, the newest of the 3 
shuttles, returned on June 1 to 
be retired to the California 
Space Center. Discovery, 
which logged the most space 
miles, completed its last mis¬ 
sion successfully on March 9, 
to finally take its place at Na¬ 
tional Air and Space Museum 
in The Smithsonian, Wash¬ 
ington, D.C, and Enterprise, 
which was in storage, will go 
to the Intrepid Sea, Air & 
Space Museum in New York 
City. The STS-135 crew 
members were custom-fitted 
for a Russian Sokol space 
suit and molded Soyuz seat 
liner, should they be forced to 
return to Earth via a Soyuz 


capsule, if it is decided the 
Atlantis is unable to make a 
safe re-entry, as there is no 
“back-up” shuttle at this 
point; if so, the crew mem¬ 
bers will reside in the ISS for 
up to a year as they are re¬ 
turned to earth one by one. 

Thursday was a practice 
launch day for engineers and 
crew; Dr. Cheung managed 
to capture a moment while 
the shuttle waits on the 
launch pad to display the flag 
of his homeland next to the 
airlock that docks with the 
ISS. He reports a hydrogen 
fuel valve in one of the shut¬ 
tle’s three main engines ap¬ 
peared to leak during an 
external tank fueling test. 
However, it was replaced 
along with some parallel 
work to X-ray structural stiff¬ 
eners in the tank's central 
compartment; this is not ex¬ 
pected to impact the target 
launch date of July 8. Atlantis 
is packed with a year’s worth 
of supplies for the ISS; all 
subsequent launches will be 
from other nations from now 
on. It is expected, in the near 
future, commercial flights 
will take over for the NASA 
program, this final STS-135 
mission is partially due to the 
fact they are not yet up and 
running as soon as antici¬ 
pated.

Advanced economies must 'cut debt' 
to prevent new crisis 


Brazil's Jose Graziano da 
Silva elected UN food 
agency head 


GENEVA, Austria (AFP) - 
Heavily indebted industria¬ 
lized nations must take swift 
action to cut debt in both the 
public and private sectors so as 
to prevent a new disaster, the 
Bank for International Settle¬ 
ments said yesterday. 

And emerging markets 
should watch against falling 
into the same trap that trig¬ 
gered the recent financial tur¬ 
moil, the bank for central 
banks warned, pointing out 
that property prices and private 
sector debt have been soaring 
in the red-hot economies of 
China, Brazil and India. 

’’Fiscal authorities need to 
act quickly and decisively be¬ 
fore disaster strikes again,” 
said the BIS in its annual re¬ 
port. 

"In the countries that were 
at the center of the crisis, those 
imbalances include the linge¬ 
ring indebtedness in the pri¬ 
vate sector — households as 
well as financial and non-fi- 
nancial firms — which must be 
cut to levels well below those 
seen in the middle of the last 
decade,” it noted. 

In addition, countries that 
have been pursuing growth 
through leverage should ditch 
the strategy for a more conser¬ 
vative approach. 

The BIS noted that a closer 
look into the debt situation in 


countries such as Ireland and 
Spain indicates that the fiscal 
deficits are largely structural, 
and would therefore require 
greater effort from the govern¬ 
ments to fix the problem. 

In Ireland, for instance, the 
country’s fiscal surplus before 
the crisis was ’’almost entirely 
due to the bloated construction 
sector.” Without the effect of 
the construction boom, its fis¬ 
cal position would be close to 
balance. 

In Spain, about a third of 
the 2007 surplus came from 
construction. 

Therefore with the collapse 
of the construction sector dur¬ 
ing the crisis, cutting public 
costs would be only part of the 
solution. Governments would 
have to examine ways to fill 
the lost revenue gap. 

’’Other sectors will have to 
take over from construction 
and financial intermediation as 
the engines of growth,” it said. 

The bank also suggested 
adjusting the tax system, such 
as giving less tax breaks for 
debt, in order to discourage 
debt accumulation. 

Meanwhile, emerging 

economies must realise that 
they are not immune from the 
crisis even if they generally 
fared well during the recent fi¬ 
nancial turmoil, noted the BIS. 

’’Emerging market 



economies managed to escape 
the worst of the crisis, but 
many now run the risk of 
building up imbalances very 
similar to those seen in ad¬ 
vanced economies in the lead 
up to the crisis,” it said. 

Credit in Brazil, China and 
India had grown by over 20 
percent annually between 
2006 and 2010, said the report. 

’’Emerging market poli¬ 
cymakers should recognise 
that the lessons from the fi¬ 
nancial crisis do not apply 
only to advanced econo¬ 
mies,” it added. 


ROME, Italy (AFP) - Brazil’s 
former food security minister 
Jose Graziano da Silva yester¬ 
day became the first Latin 
American chosen to head the 
UN’s food agency, a move aid 
groups hope will boost the 
fight against hunger. 

Graziano was elected to 
lead the Rome-based Food and 
Agriculture Organisation, 
beating off his main competi¬ 
tor, Spain's former foreign 
minister Miguel Angel Morati- 
nos, by 92 votes to 88.

EU stands firm as polluting tax 
row threatens Airbus sales 


BRUSSELS, Belgium(AFP) - 
The EU refused Saturday to 
back down on a planned pollu¬ 
tion tax on airline companies 
after reports China has put an 
Airbus order on ice and grow¬ 
ing discontent in the United 
States. 

Expectations that Hong 
Kong Airlines would announce 
a contract to buy billions of 
euros worth of Airbus aircraft 
failed to materialise last week 
at the Paris air show, prompt¬ 
ing fears Beijing may have 
blocked the order. 

A source close to the matter 
who asked not to be identified 
told AFP he was aware of "the 
possibility that China could put 
the deal on ice.” 

He said it is well known 
that "the Chinese government 
is very unhappy” about legisla¬ 
tion bringing airlines operating 
in Europe into the EU's emis-

sions trading system. 

That comes as US compa¬ 
nies fine-tune their legal chal¬ 
lenge to the European Union in 
a Luxembourg court — a hear¬ 
ing is set for July 5 — and fol¬ 
lows concerns expressed this 
month by Airbus. 

Isaac Valero Ladron, 
spokesman for EU climate ac¬ 
tion commissioner Connie 
Hedegaard, said the row has 
resurfaced because companies 
are looking at the award in 
September of emissions al¬ 
lowances post-2012 based on 
past pollution data forcing air¬ 
lines to pay for their pollution. 

The legislation, adopted in 
2008, is to enter into force on 
January 1, 2012. 

Based on figures from 
2004-6, companies get a set 
emissions allowance and then 
bid to buy the remaining 15 
percent of the available pollut¬ 
ing rights — the equivalent of 
200 million tons of carbon 
dioxide annually.

Graziano said in Spanish to his 
celebrating supporters. 

"Over the years I have 
learnt that we have to walk to¬ 
gether to achieve consensus 
and obtain our objectives,” he 
said. 

The election of a new FAO 
director-general comes amid 
growing concerns over global 
hunger and spiralling food 
prices. Graziano's efforts to 
tackle hunger in his native 
Brazil has won him high ac¬ 
claim worldwide. 

"By supporting small farm¬ 
ers, Brazil is fighting success¬ 
fully against hunger. This is the 
recipe for success that we hope 
Graziano brings to the FAO,” 
said Marco De Ponte, director 
of ActionAid Italy. 

"The FAO has to drop for 
good the purely technical role 
it has had until now and be 
able to show what its experi¬ 
ence is worth... around the ta¬ 
bles where economic, com¬ 
mercial and financial policies 
are discussed,” he said. 

Senegal's Jacques Diouf, 
who has held the top post at the 
FAO for 17 years, steps down 
at the end of the year, leaving 
an agency that critics consider 
to be too centralised and 
chronically inefficient.

GM marijuana problem growing in Colombia 



CALI, Colombia (AFP) - 
Greenhouses lined with ge¬ 
netically modified marijuana 
sit on a mountainside just an 
hour ride from Cali, Colom¬ 
bia, where farmers say the 
enhanced plants are more 
powerful and profitable. 

One greenhouse owner 
said she can sell the modified 
marijuana for 100,000 pesos 
($54) per kilo (2.2 pounds), 
which is nearly 10 times 
more than the price she can 
get for ordinary marijuana. 

Local authorities said the 
arrival of genetically modi¬ 
fied seeds, which are im¬ 
ported from Europe and the 
United States have allowed 
"a bigger production and bet¬ 
ter quality at the same time.” 

A police commander in 
the Cauca region where Cali 
is located, Carlos Rodriguez, 
said one of the modified va¬ 
rieties goes by the name, 
’’Creepy.” 

Another seed modified in 
The Netherlands is fetching a 
good price in the area, said a 
foreign researcher, who asked 
to remain anonymous. That 
version, well-known in Eu¬ 
rope as ”La Cominera,” is 
named for the Colombian vil¬ 


lage where it grows. 

”La Cominera’s” higher 
value is due to its increased 
concentration of THC, the 
plant’s principal active ingre¬ 
dient, and the modified plant 
verges on an 18 percent con¬ 
centration level, compared to 
a normal marijuana plant’s 
two to seven percent, said the 
researcher. 

Despite the fact that mari¬ 
juana production is illegal in 
Colombia, farmers say they 
continue to sell both tradi¬ 
tional and modified marijuana 
because of economic advan¬ 
tages. One resident who spoke 
on the condition of anonymity 
said he can sell 11 kilograms 
of marijuana for 160,000 
Colombian pesos ($87). 

In the greenhouses outside 
of Cali, in a secret location 
accessible only by foot, it is 
easy to recognize the famous 
plant with star-shaped leaves, 
where it grows amid other 
legal crops. 

”1 don’t like growing ma¬ 
rijuana, but it ended up that 
way,” one farmer said. ”1 re¬ 
ceived a loan to grow coffee, 
but I was drowning and I had 
to sell my harvest very cheap. 
My sister told me it would be

better to plant marijuana.” 

Marijuana was first intro¬ 
duced to the country in the 
1930s and residents of Cali 
said that for economic rea¬ 
sons, they have never stopped 
cultivating the plant since. 

They added they cannot 
sustain themselves on coffee 
and banana crops alone, be¬ 
cause prices fluctuate widely 
and it is difficult to reach 
markets in time to sell the 
perishable items before they 
spoil, due to a poor road net¬ 
work. 

The hemp plant was origi- 


marijuana in Park Dakota, 

nally legally used in the pro¬ 
duction of textiles and soccer 
balls until 1962, when au¬ 
thorities banned the use of 
marijauana in those products 
in order to comply with inter¬ 
national standards. 

According to botanist Luis 
Miguel Alvarez, a teacher at 
the University of Caldas in 
Manizales and the author of 
several marijuana studies, 
after marijuana is grown and 
dried, it can endure long pe¬ 
riods without spoiling, which 
is a strong economic advan¬ 
tage. 


Police commander Ro¬ 
driguez said the crop’s growth 
poses a problem for local law 
enforcement, because profits 
are often used to finance other 
criminal activity. 

”We believe that the sixth 
front of the FARC guerrilla 
forces are 90 percent fi¬ 
nanced by marijuana,” he 
said. The Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia is 
Latin America’s largest and 
longest-fighting insurgency 
with 47 years of armed strug¬ 
gle and 8,000 fighters. 

Marijuana production and 
sales are growing in Colom¬ 
bia, which was also the 
world’s biggest producer of 
cocaine in 2009, according to 
available statistics, he said. 

’’This year we have al¬ 
ready seized 27 tons (of mar¬ 
ijuana by June), compared to 
23 tons last year. It is trou¬ 
bling that the resources of 
armed groups are growing 
and because of this they can 
acquire arms and explo¬ 
sives,” Rodriguez said. 

Nationwide, authorities 
say they have seized 41.8 
tons of marijuana to date in 
2011, compared to a total of 
228 tons in 2010.

"It is clear that the 
matches against Federer are 
always of great intensity. 
When I have a final against 
him, I feel something special 
and I imagine people feel the 
same," he said in an interview 
published Sunday in Spanish 
daily ABC. 

"I have always liked Federer. 
I think the good thing about 
both of us is that we have al¬ 
ways known how to lose as 
well as win. He is a gentleman." 

Either Nadal, 25, or Fed¬ 
erer, 29, has held the world’s 
number one ranking since 
February 2, 2004, the longest 
two-man stranglehold since 
the rankings began in 1973. 

The prospect of a fourth 
Wimbledon final between 
Nadal and Federer moved a step 
closer on Saturday as the two ri¬ 
vals cruised into the last 16. 

The left-handed Spaniard 
won a record-equalling sixth 
French Open title with a dra¬ 
matic 7-5, 7-6 (7/3), 5-7, 6-1 
win over Federer on June 5 
on the red clay in Paris. 

The win tied Nadal with 
Sweden's Bjorn Borg and al¬ 
lowed him to retain his world 
number one ranking, fending 
off Serbian second-seed 
Novak Djokovic. 

"I am conscious of having 
won something that days ear¬ 
lier did not seem possible. I 
am satisfied at having been 
able to overcome the initial 
disaster," said Nadal. 

Asked if he would rather 
face Federer or Djokovic in a 
final, Nadal said: "You can't 
fool yourself, I would prefer 
to face Federer." 

"My results against him 
this year are three wins and 
one defeat and against 
Djokovic it is four defeats. 
That is the way it is.

Garcia beaten by Larrazabal 
at Munich play-off 



MUNICH (AFP) - Sergio 
Garcia blew the chance of 
winning his first tournament 
in over two-and-a-half years 
when he was beaten by fel¬ 
low Spaniard Pablo Larraza¬ 
bal in a play-off at the 
BMW-International here on 
Sunday. 

Both players carded final 
rounds of 68 to finish on 16 
under par for the tournament, 
Garcia birdying the last to set 
up the play-off. 

However, Larrazabal 
sealed victory - his second on 
the Tour with his maiden win 
in the 2008 French Open - on 
the fifth extra hole in the 
play-off. 

Both players had the 


chance of birdying the 
third and fourth sudden 
death holes, the par-3 
12th and the 17th where 
Garcia's effort came to 
rest just two inches from 
the hole while Larraza¬ 
bal, slightly closer but 
with a more awkward 
putt, lipped out. 

That took them back 
to the par-5 568-yard 
18th for the third time. 
Garcia missed an eight- 
foot birdie putt allowing 
the 2 8-year-old Larraza¬ 
bal to tap in and claim 
his second tour victory. 

"Last week we lost 
my grandad, the captain 
of the family, and this is 
for him," said Larraza¬ 
bal. 

"Beating one of my 
heroes when I was 
growing up is just a 
dream - very emotional." 

Both men, however, se¬ 
cured a place at next month's 
British Open at Sandwich 
from the mini-money list 
compiled from results on the 
European Tour over the last 
month. 

Garcia said: "Making The 
Open was definitely one of 
the goals. I wanted to win if I 
could, but unfortunately 
Pablo was just a little bit bet¬ 
ter today. 

"I think the play-off was 
awesome - we hit good shot 
after good shot. I so wanted 
to make that putt and I don't 
know how it didn't go in. 

"Overall I am pretty satis¬ 
fied.”

First-half goals by mid¬ 
fielders Kerstin Garefrekes 
and Celia Okoyino da Mbabi 
put the hosts in control before 
Canada captain Christine 
Sinclair slotted home a late 
free-kick for the guests. 

The win puts the Germans 
top of Group A after France's 
earlier 1-0 win over Nigeria.

SINSHEIM (AFP) - France 
opened their 2011 women's 
World Cup with a hard- 
earned 1-0 victory over Nige¬ 
ria here Sunday thanks to 
Marie-Laure Delie's goal in a 
crucial Group A encounter. 

A near sell-out crowd of 
25,475 in Sinsheim saw a 
number of good chances but 
no goals until Delie's goal in 
the 56th minute gave France 
three points in the group with 
Nigeria remaining on zero. 

"It is our first match and 
we have three points. They 
are in our pockets and no¬ 
body can take them away," 
said France coach Bruno 
Bini. 

The game at Rhein Neckar 
Arena was considered a near 


must-win for both sides with 
two-time reigning champions 
and hosts Germany must 
likely to advance as the other 
team from Group A to the 
quarter-finals. 

The 23-yearp-old Montpel¬ 
lier forward Delie is in fantas¬ 
tic form, having now scored 
22 goals in 21 caps and 12 
goals in her last six matches. 

"I give it my best each 
time the purpose of a striker 
is to score and voila!" said 
Delie. 

"It just keeps going. She is 
really unbelievable," said 
Bini of Delie. 

France next play Canada 
on Thursday while Nigeria 
face hosts Germany that 
same day.
